CHINIQUY AGAIN. — | stances, irresistible and overwhelming, and not | sophistry of this operation, which is generally 
unperceived, lies in the increase of the price of 
things above their money value. Suppose we 
add 20 per cent. of this debt currency to the 
natural volume of our money, and thus make the 
price of wheat $1.20 per bushel, when its true 
money value at which it might have been sold 
is $1; then we stop the sale of wheat and mast 
part with $1.20 of gold instead, so that the 
wheat retained virtually costs the community 
$1.20 per bushel in standard gold. Obviously 
the 20 cents rise in price is the product of fle- 
tion, while if the additional currency had been 
gold it would have been the product of labor. 
We had better have made a public and binding 
agreement in our community to reduce the value 
of every dollar to 831 cents (for that is the value 
to which the dollar is reduced by the debt cur- 
reocy in the case supposed) and paid our debts 
abroad in commodities accordingly, for this we 
could have done without mai 
paying bank dividends todo it. All this ex- 
pease of banking must be paid out of the pro- 
ceeds of the labor of the people in addition to 
the lossof gold itself. The people must pay the 
piper while the class interested in the profits of 
banking enjoy the dance. Altogether, it levies 
an enormous tax upon the community, which is 
concealed in the supposed but fallacious advan- 
tages of high prices. 
‘The local degradation of the value of money, 
under which property was purchased and obli- 
gations of debt contracted in Mlinois in 1855-’6 
7 by the debt expansion of the currency, was 
vastly greater than the ratio appeared in the 
foregoing hypothesis. If the producers of your 
State had bought their lands and raised their 
products under the true value of a money cur- 
rency, there would be no troublesome debt 
within its borders, and Illinois would be to-day 
in an easy condition and one of the most pros- 
perous States in the Union.

The farmer who 
raises a crop of wheat that otherwise would not 
have been produced adds its net value to bis 
wealth, but he reduces the exchange value of all 
the wheat in market in the ratio of the increased 
supply; still he produces a useful thing. It is 
not s with money. Joho Stuart Mill says, very 
truly: “The uses of money are in no respect 
promoted by increasing the quantity which ex- 
ists and circulates ina country, the services 
which it performs being as well rendered by a 
small as by a larger aggregate amount. Two 
million quarters of wheat will not feed so many 
persons 
— commodities as four 

lower nominal prices.” 
The increase of real money isa natural reduc- 
tion of its value, and the community loses noth- 
ing by selling it accordingly, because they ob- 
_ tain its real value in exchange, whether more or 
less; but the increase of currency by exchang: 
ing promises to pay with a bank isa very differ.
